PROOF 

Proof  coins  are  specially  struck  from  polished 
blanks  and  dies  and  finished  by  hand,  which  gives 
them  a mirror-like,  smooth,  reflective  surface. 
This  is  the  most  perfect  condition  known. 

UNCIRCULATED 

Uncirculated  coins  are  coins  struck  for  circu- 
lation. But  coins,  to  be  classified  as  “uncircu- 
lated,” must  be  as  new  and  bright  as  when  issued 
from  the  mint. 


FINE 

Fine  coins  are  those  which  have  seen  consider- 
able circulation,  but  every  feature  of  the  coin 
must  show  plainly. 


GOOD 

Good  coins  are  those  which  have  seen  consider- 
able circulation,  but  all  the  features  do  not  show 
plainly. 


FAIR

Fair  coins  are  those  on  which  the  date  must 
show,  but  the  design  and  lettering  are  badly 
worn.

THE  TERMS  USED  TO  DEFINE  THE 
VARIOUS  PARTS  OF  A COIN 


The  front  or  face  of  a coin  is  called  the  OB- 
VERSE. 

The  principal  object  represented  on  a coin  is 
called  the  TYPE. 

The  space  between  the  type  and  the  circumfer- 
ence is  called  the  FIELD. 

The  lower  portion  of  the  area  of  a coin,  beneath 
the  type  and  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  field 
by  a horizontal  line,  is  called  the  EXERGUE. 

Small  objects  represented  either  in  the  field  or 
exergue  as  adjuncts  to  the  main  type  are  called 
SYMBOLS. 

Portions  of  a coin  which  are  sunk  below  the 
level  of  the  surface,  are  said  to  be  INCUSE. 

The  hair  of  Liberty  Head,  when  tied  with  a 
band,  is  called  the  FILLET  HEAD. 

When  the  hair  of  Liberty  Head  is  unconfined, 
it  is  termed  as  the  FLOWING  HAIR. 

The  inscription  on  a coin  is  generally  called  the 
LEGEND. 

When  coins  have  inscriptions  around  the  edge, 
they  are  called  LETTERED  EDGE. 

The  MILLED  EDGE  refers  to  coins  with  edge 
like  the  United  States  silver  coins  of  the  present 
day. 

MINT  MARKS  are  the  small  letters  on  coins 
denoting  the  place  of  mintage.  The  mint  marks 
are  found  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  coin.  Coins 
made  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  have  no  mint  mark.
